DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . This Office action is in response to Applicant's amendment filed 25 August 201 0, 
which cancels claims 2, 8, and 17. 

Claim 16 is pending. 

2. The objection to claims 8 and 1 7 to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper 
dependent form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim is moot 
because Applicants canceled the claims in the reply filed 25 August 2010. 

3. The rejection of claims 2 and 8 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Igarashi et al. (US 2001/0019782 A1) in view of Yam et al. (Photophysics and 
photochemical reactivities of organocopper(l) complexes. Crystal structure of 
[Cu 2 (PPh 2 Me)4(|u,r| 1 -C=CPh)2]) is moot because Applicants canceled the claims in the 
reply filed 25 August 2010. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claim 16 is allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
While Yam et al. (Photophysics and photochemical reactivities of 

organocopper(l) complexes. Crystal structure of [Cu2(PPh 2 Me) 4 (|u,r| 1 -C=CPh)2]) teach 
the copper complex [Cu 2 {2-C(SiMe3)2C5H 4 N}2] (complex 2) the reference does not teach 
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the copper complex of instant claim 16. The reference does not teach or suggest 
modifying the complexes of Yam et al. nor give any guidance to one of ordinary skill in 
the art to arrive at the copper complex of claim 16.
